that in the year 1861 while the Colony of Victo- 











- ria received an. immigration of 24,228 she lost 


during the same period 35,898 ; or, in other 
words, her emigration exceeded her immigration 
for that year by nearly fifty per cent? There is 
one point which, to our mind, at least, goes far 
to explain why so large a proportion of those 
coming to this Colony have belonged to the clas- 
ses above alluded to, and that is the simple fact 





that there has been no organized means used 
for disseminating correct information respecting 
this country, and, conseqnently, the information 
which has drawn those whé:have come has been 
of that exaggerated and highly colored kind so 
well calcalated to produce the effect we have en- 
deavored to describe. While other Colonies 
have the most thorough emigration organi- 
zatious in operation and are annually expending 
iminense sums of money—we see that the com- 
paratively small Colovy of Victoria employed 
£43,000 to assist emigration during the year 
1861—British Columbiu has not yet expended a 
sitgle dollar for that purpose, if we except the 
fifty pounds paid to a parson at Lillooet for an 
Essay which, after all, was more for the purpose 
of praising the then Government and slandering 
the colonists than for any practical information 
it was likely to convey to the intending emigrant. 
Under such circumstances it is hardly to be won- 
dered at that British Columbia is languishing 
for that population which is pouring into other 
and ‘less attractive Colonies in. one unbroken 
stream. With our system of revenue it is not 
difficult to estimate the importance of immigra- 
tion. It resolves itself into a question of simple 
proportion. . If a population of 8000 raise a reve- 
nue of $500,000 what amount would 16 000 raise ? 
Ans. One million dollars! The chief point for 
the Select Committee to consider is the best 
means to accomplish this most desirable object, 
under present circumstances. Our revenue would 
not enable us to launch out upofi an emigration 
scheme a /a Victoria, and it is a question wheth- 
er the best policy would be to promote an assisted 
immigration in the first instance. It appears to 
us that_we would be more likely to get the class 
of immigration of which we stand most in need 
just now by offering a free allotment of land to 
every actual settler and a liberal allowance for 
each member of his family—of course under the 
usual conditions of occupation, &c.,—and estab- 
lishing agencies in two or three of the: most impor” 
tant places for the purpose of disseminating in- 
formation respecting the Colony, &c. After a
